hour when the east wall of the build- 
ing toppled over, precipitating a gen- 
eral collapse of the structure above 
the second floor. The horses housed 
in the third floor were crushed and 
burned by the mass of debris, 
and 


those that were not killed outright 
it was found necessary for the fire- 
men and policemen to kill later with 
their axes and revolvers in order to 
end their suffeiings. 


They were all heavy draft animals 


worth approximately $400 each, the 
loss from this cause alone being es- 
timated at more than |125,000. Mora 
than 100 horses stabled on th,e first 
floor were saved from a like fat* by 
the heavy steel beams composing the 
roof of the first story, which, caugtrt 
the mass of wreckage and supportedfS, 
it so that employes in the barns were* 
able to lead them to safety.

Mother Cecile and A.11 Women Loving and 


Large-Hearted in Counsel. 


N twenty-three years of work. Mother Cecile, io whose memory a 
window is dedicated in the Cathedral at Liverpool, made a most 
remarkable and Inspiring record. 
At the beginning, an Imres- 


sionable and spiritual girl of seventeen; at the end, a woman "lov- 


ing and large-hearted in counsel," as the inscription to her reads, who had 
Influenced-thousands of lives for good. 
Surely such a record of a woman's 


life is an inspiration. 


Cecile Isherwood was born in 1862 at Uxbridge, England. 
At the 


age of seventeen, she came under the Influence of the late Bishop of St. 
Andrew's, and Primus of the Scottish Church, and her confirmation was 
the turning point of her life. 
When Bishop Webb, in 1883, asked for 


volunteers for South Africa, she offered herself, and went out as deaconess 
to Grahamstown. 
Here she founded the community of the Resurrection, 


out of which sprang those spiritual and educational Institutions that hava 
made her name a household word throughout the colony. In less than two 
years, she had started an Orphanage and an Industrial School. She won 
the confidence of all the many Christian denominations In South Africa, 
and had under her charge, girls of all kinds,—Dutch and British anfl 
native, Anglicans, Dutch Reformed, and Nonconformists of every type. In 
1894 she had founded the Grahamstown Training College for Women 
Teachers; and this proved so successful that In 1903, at the request of the 
Superintendent-General for Education, a department was opened for train- 
Ing In Secondary Teaching. Everything she undertook was permeated with 
her extraordinary personality. For twenty-three years, she thus worked 
unwearledly. Her death occurred In 1005. 
1 
It is pleasant to dwell upon the tremendous good this woman did' In 


those twenty-three yeara, and upon what she brought into the lives of 
those thousands of glrla and women In South Africa who came under her 
Influence. 
How different their lives would have been had no such schools 


teen founded, no such loving counsel been given them. It was a tremen- 
dously big work that she did. 
Yet probably as a glfl of seventeen, she 


never dreamed ol It, Her future was a blank, except for aspirations to 
no some good. 


This goes to show that the way opens for those who work In line 


,wlth good. Good Is tha ruling power, and those who ally themselves with 
It, ally themselves with the forces of victory. It may seem slow In achlev- 
'tng results, but It does arrive eventually. 


But not only does It mean ultimate success to keep In step with the 


forces of good. But,It means the highest happiness.. There Is more Joy 
In giving than, receiving, "and those who give the most have the most joy. 
And he who gives himself, Rives all. Mother - Cecile had undoubtedly 
great ability, and she might have used this ability for personal ends. She 
might have achieved success In some art or profession, or made a great

r theTapplness'Wat dl'd'tltt sight of those thousands of happ'y, more fully

Washington, July 10. — I Special.]— 


There Is a disposition on the part of 
Republicans to criticise the program 
of the Democrats which has restricted i 
legislation to the tariff and a few other 
matters. But they cannot po very fat 
before they are reminded that in th<» 
revision of the tariff in ISO" and again 
in 1900 the Republicans refused to con- 
sider any other legislation. 


Even so. there is complaint mnde be- 


cause the Democrats will not allow the 
dollar a day pension bill to be consid- 
ered at this session. 
But if such n 


bill should pass the house it could not 
pass the senate. 
Several 
senators 


have served notice that they do not 
intend to allow a vote on the service 
pension bill or the other bill at this 
time. 
They stopped the bills In the 


last congress and will do so again. 


The situation In the senate at pres- 


ent is such that there Is little possi- 
bility of passing any legislation other 
than tariff bills. 


Cuba Not Attractive. 


Cuba is not attracting citizens of the 


Tnited States, save the few who are 
investing their money in lands and 
other interests. The immigration sta- 
tistics for last year show that of a 
total of 37.7G4 immigrants to the Is- 
land there were none from this coun- 
try. 
Spain sent 28,380, showing that 


Cxiba is certainly Spanish, even if free 
of Spanish control. The remainder of 
the immigration was from the islands 
of the West Indies to a great extent. 


May Be Disappointed. 


If the view of several deep thinkers 


obtain it is possible that a great many 
people nre going to be disappointed b<»- 
cause the high cost of living will not 
be greatly reduced by tariff changes. 
Congressman Lindbergh of Minnesota. 
a very deep student of economies, saya 
"the tariff forms one of the least inci- 
dents in the high cost of living." 


Although he votes for n reduction of 


duties when opportunity offers. Lind- 
bergh believes that the capitalization 
of corporations, watering of stocks, 
the creating of vast fortunes by arti- 
ficial means and high finance, the is- 
suing of millions of bonds and stocks 
upon which interest and dividends 
must be paid are mainly responsible 
for the high cost of living. If his the- 
ory is correct the prospect for a reduc- 
tion of the high prices is very doubt- 
ful. 


A "Horseback Opinion." 


Discussing a legal question in the 


house, Congressman Pickett' of Io\va\ 
said thnt he would not care to give a 
"horseback opinion" on the subject, 
but suggested certain legal possibili- 
ties. 
The "horseback opinion" is a 


cousin of the "horse shed talk." 
The 


"horse shed talk" comes from the 
fanners under the horse shed talking 
horse trades. 


The "horseback opinion" goes bock 


to the clays when the lawyers went on 
the circuit on horseback with their 
books in saddlebags. 
They might 


meet another lawyer or a client on the 
road and would talk over legal ques- 
^tions nnd expreMS opinions. Such opin- 
ions were not to be taken for final 
judgment of the lawyers, because they 
could not get at their books, but were 
simply "horseback opinions," subject 
to review and reversal at a later pe- 
riod and when the books were exam 
ined. 


"Atl OP None" Buttons. 


The campaign buttons which the 


farmers will wcnr next year in the 
northwestern states, according to one 
of the observers of political conditions, 
will bear the words "All or none," 
meaning that all must be protected or 
none shall be. He says they will vote 
that way and the next congress will 
be a real tariff raiding body If those 
people have their way. 


A Tip From France. 


The French government has decided 


to take a firm stand against "pistol 
toting" and has restricted the sale of 
firearms, according to a consul's re- 
port. Congress is urged to take simi- 
lar measures in the hope that states 
•Mil follow the example nnd limit the 
Halo of arms nnd the consequent kill- 
Ings that so often occur. 


"Dollar Diplomacy." 


When P. C. Knox became secretary 


of state he found thnt nearly every 
policy that our foreign office could fol- 
low had been pre-empted by his prede- 
r«Mor». So he determined to use the 
state department to promote trade. 
Ills policy was called "dollar diploma- 
cy" nnd as such was much derided. 


Rut it now seems thnt the foreign 


trade has largely increased, and the

pride to its new departure and cares 
not by what name It Is called.

EXPERIENCE OF KANSAS CITY 


Commission System Wipes Out City 


Debt In Nine Months. 


The close of 1910 saw Kansas City, 


Kan., established on a cash payiug 
basis, with a surplus in every one of 
Its funds except the lighting fund, its 
floating debt almost wiped out and 
none of the revenue for 1011 used for 
the expenses of 1910. 


That -was the condition financially 


at the close of the flrst nine months 
of government by commission as an- 
nounced by Charles VV. Green, com- 
missioner of finance and revenue. 
It 


was the result, he says, of a strict ad- 
herence to the provision of the com- 
mission law that requires a municipal 
corporation to "live within it.s means." 


It is pointed out that when the com- 


missioners took charge in April. 1910. 
the funds for the entire year practi- 
cally had been used in advance, and 
there was an indebtedness against 
nearly every fund. 


The area of the city under the new 


rule was seventeen square miles, while 
the area in 1!K)9 under the council 
jurisdiction was ten square miles. The 
assessed valuation of the enlarged 
city made in 1!)10 on which to collect 
taxes for 1011 expenses is $r>8,800,OuO 
against an assessed valuation of $71.- 
000.000 made in 1909 for 1910 ex- 
penses of the city before the exten- 
sion of ItN limits, and the rate of tax- 
ation in the larger city for all pur- 
poses is the same under the 1910 levy 
as under that of 1909. 


"When commission government be- 


gan the acquisition of new territory 
bad seriously depleted the treasury." 
'Mr. Green said. "There was an indebt- 
edness against every fund. This has 
been paid, excupt a small amount in 
the lighting fund, and the commis- 
sioners have managed to get along 
without drawing in advance ou antic- 
ipated revenues, as was the custom 
for years under the old council rule.1'

da, July 9th.— Pas- 
tor Russell deliver- 
ed two addresses 
here today which 
will never be forgot- 
ten, even by those 
who did not commit 
themselves fully as 
indorsing his every 
utterance. We re- 
port one- of bis dis- 
courses from the 
_ 
text, "And In hell 
lie lifted up his 


eyes, being in torments, and seeth 
Abraham afar oft and Lazarus in his 
bosom" (Luke xvl, 23). Addressing the 
public under the auspices of the In- 
ternational 
Bible Students Associa- 


tion, the speaker said:— 


I am not choosing my topic for this 


occasion according to my own prefer- 
ences, nor do I wish to do so. Realiz- 
ing that a great cloud of superstition 
and erroneous interpretation of God's 
Word acts as nn earth-born cloud to 
bide the heavenly Father from our 
eyes of faith, I am continually address- 
Ing myself to the removal of this bttr 
rler, to the Intent that the light of 
the knowledge of the glory of God as 
It shines in the face of Jesus Christ 
our Lord may shine Into the hearts ot 
all of God's dear people more efful- 
gently than heretofore; to the intent 
that, with the clouds removed, our 
eyes may behold the King in His 
-beauty, and our hearts be drawn to 
Him as to a Father, as to a God of 
love, as to an Almighty Savior. 


Time and again as I have delivered 


an address setting forth the Divine 
Plan of the Ages from the Bible stand- 
point, I have been approached after- 
ward by Christian brethren who said. 
"What you say. Pastor Russell, is 
cheering, is God-like, is just what our 
hearts are hungering for and crying 
for. 
but— but I cannot accept it be- 


cause of the Lord's Word respecting 
the 'Rich Man And Lazarus.' and His 
description of their fates." 


What I say to these privately never 


readies the cars of others who have 
the same query and the same obstacle 
to meet, hence I take this ns my topic 
on this occasion, not only for the bene- 
fit of this audience, but for the bene- 
fit of the larger audiences to whom 
I speak weekly through the columns 
of the press of this land and Great 
Briiaiu and Australia— numbering mil- 
lions. All need to have this stumbling 
etoue ret.iovcd from their pathway, and 
by God'<» grace wo will remove it. He 
will remove it. using our stammering 
lips for the purpose. 


Literal or Parabolic — Which? 


It is not sufficient that I declare that 


In the Scripture under consideration 
the great Teacher was giving a parable. 
It is not sufficient that I quote, "With- 
out a parable spake He not unto the 
people." Some dear, earnest children 
of God would object, saying. "It reads, 
there was a certain Rich Man, etc." 
I must, therefore, prove that It is a 
parable and not a literal statement by 
showing that, considering it as a lit- 
eral statement, it would be untrue and 
absurd. After thus proving it to be a 
parable I will discuss It aa such. 


If it be ti statement of literal facts 


then all the facts must be taken lit- 
erally. This would moan that because 
a certain man was rich and fared 
bountifully every Any and wns clothed 
In purple and fine linen he would go to 
an eternity of torment, without a sin- 
pie charge belnc: made against him 
along Ilie lines of murder, or Inlustice 
or blasphemy, for in the account noth- 
ing- of tlio kind appears. Furthermore, 
nothing Is said of the poor man as be- 
ing a godly man, a saint, but merely 
thnt he was poor, full of sores, which 
the flops licked; and thnt he nto tho 
offal from "Tho Rich Man's" table. 


If <lio<so be the grounds and condi- 


tions upon which any of us ha\e had 
hope for eternal bliss, surely a com- 
paratively small number could claim 
It. 
Did we over have such experi- 


ences? If not. what ground liave we. 
according to this teaching, for a hope 
of reaching Abraham's bosom? And, 
additionally, if the statement Is a lit- 
eral one, Abraham nnd his bosom must 
bo considered literal nlso, nnd if only 
two or three who wore bejrcnrs like 
Lnznmi were before us, what hope 
•Would we linve for room In Abrih'im's 
fcosom? Rut enouch of tills' We see 
clearly thnt the statement Is pnrnboUe 
nnd we must look for such pn Interpre 
tntlon ns will fit all conditions

"The Rich Man" ot tUe paraM* r*p- 


resented the Jewish nation. Th« flu* 
linen he wore represented the typical 
justification granted to that nation un 
der the Law Covenant made with Is- 
rael at Mt. Sinai. "The Rich Man's" 
purple aaiment Matured the reyaltj 
which belonged Co Israel as God'a typ 
leal kingdom In the world. Thus wo 
tcad. "Solomon snt upon the throne of 
the kingdom of the Lord, In the room 
(or stead) of his father David." Jesus 
recognized this kingdom dignity as 
•till belonging to that nation when He 
said. "The Kingdom shall be taken 
from you^end shall be given to a na- 
tion bringing forth the fruits thereof" 
(Matthew zxi, 43). 


The Rich Man's bountiful table 


represented the glorious promises of 
God which were theirs primarily, and 
granted to no other people unkl after 
they bad rejected Jesus and crucified 
Him. 
St. Paul refers to thta table In 


this way and quotes David the Prophet 
saying, "Let their table become a trap 
and a snare und a recompense to 
them." 
This was because they did 


not rightly appreciate their glorious 
promises and live up to the conditions 
which they required. 
The death of 


The Rich Man represented the cut- 
ting off of national Israel from all 
those special privileges and advan- 
tages every way which had been theirs 
for centuries. "Tho Rich Man" (the 
Jewish nation) began to sicken from 
the time of the crucifixion—from the 
time that Jesus said, "Your house Is 
left unto you desolate; henceforth ye 
shall see Me no more until that day 
when ye shall say, Blessed is He that 
•'cometh in the name of the Lord." 


The saintly few were gathered out 


of Judaism into relationship with 
Christ at Pentecost, and "The Rich 
Man." the nation, continued to be sick 
and finally died in the year A. D. TO. 
when Titus, the Roman general, cap- 
tured Jerusalem, the entire hind of 
Palestine being laid waste 


The Jewish nation has been a dead 


nation since the year A. D. TO. It is in 
hades, in the tomb. But this Implies 
its resurrection in due time, for the 
figure of the tomb, hades, does not rep- 
resent a perpetual condition, but a tem- 
porary one, from which Messiah will 
grant a release, and hades, in every 
sense of the word, will be destroyed. 


Dives In Torment. 


But the parable declares that Dives 


was in torment! How could this be, 
seeing that the word hades signifies 
the death state, the unconscious con- 
dition? We answer that the Jewish 
people have a double aspect, in the 
parable and out of it Nationally, they 
are dead or asleep, but as a people 
they are very much alive—no other 
people more so. It is as a people that 
they have been suffering the tortures 
of persecution during the past e'ighteen 
centuries, while as a nation they have 
been dead, buried. In hades, and are 
awaiting a resurrection, of which the 
present Zionism is an advance token. 
Soon Israel's persecutions will end. 
when Messiah's glorious Kingdom shall 
take Its po ver; and then will come 
their national resurrection, for they 
are to be actively and specially identi- 
fied with 
the Messianic Kingdom 


shortly, as Its earthly and visible rep- 
resentatives. 


As the two tribes of Judah and Ben- 


jamin were represented in "The Rich 
Man" in a very special sense, the oth- 
er ten tribes, scattered amongst the 
surrounding nations, would, at a like 
proportion, represent his five brethren. 
God's dealings with the Jews will be 
the same wherever they are—no pref- 
erejice will be shown—"They have 
Moses and the Prophets, let them hear 
them." This could not be applicable 
to any except these two tribes and the 
other ten tribes of Israel, for they 
alone had Moses and the Prophets. 
The Rich Man Tormented In Hades. 
All scholars will concede that the 


Greek word hades and the Hebrew 
word shcol. rendered hell In our com- 
mon version, really signify the death 
state, the tomb. Various Scriptures 
tell us of the silence of shcol and hades 
and that there is neither wisdom nor 
knowledge nor device there; that the 
dead know not anything. Scholars, 
therefore, have been perplexed greatly 
at the statement of this parable that 
The Rich Man lifted up his eyes in 
hades, being in torments. 


The difficulty dissolves as soon as 


we have the proper interpretation to 
the parable and see that the Jewish 
people died as a nation and were 
burled as a nation, but did not all die 
individually. The people of Israel, out- 
cast from their own land among all 
the nations of earth, are very much 
alive, socially and personally, having 
suffered for all these centuries. 


Only very recently we hive fiad an 


exhibition of how this Rich Man (Is- 
rael), dead aS a nation, but alive as a 
people, has appealed to Father Abra- 
ham to have Lazarus cool his tongue 
with a drop of water. Of course, the 
thought would not be that a spirit 
finger would take a drop of literal wa- 
ter to cool a literal tongue. A drop of 
ivater on the tip of a finger would not 
afford much relief anyway. 


The interpretation must be looked 


for along the lines of the parable. The 
fulfillment came when the Jews of this 
rountry in a general petition request- 
id the President of the United States 
to co-opernte with other "Christian na- 
tions" and intercede on behalf of their 
people in Russia that they might 
have more liberty and less persecu- 
tion, that their torments might be 
cooled. 


Finding the Lazarus Class. 


If we hnvo found The Rich Mnn. 


let us now seek for poor Lazarus 
He 


represented a O/jd-fearinR nnd God- 


clow outside the pnle of of- 


flclnl Judaism—not nil theOpntlle*., but 


one* coneernlnjf whom 


•aid. "1 bav* not found to ftnwt faith; 
no, not In Israeli" 


Tae Jews were In tbe bablt of •peak- 


inff of to* Gentiles as "dog*." Tbe 
great Teacher Himself used tbls ex- 
pression (Hark Til. 25-30). 
Lazarus 


had no fine linen garment granted to 
him because be was outside tbe pale 
of Israel, ler whom alone tbe typical 
sacrifice* were offered. 
Lazarus bad 


no purple robe for the same reason— 
because tbe kingdom of blessing, for 
the time, belonged exclusively to tbe 
seed of Abraham. The dogs (other 
Gentiles) licked his sores. In the sense 
of considering tbe Lazarus claw up- 
right and godly and in some sense 
showing sympathy for them. His eat- 
ing of the crumbs that fell fcom the 
children's table signifies that Jesus did, 
on a few occasions, allow some special 
blessings of healing, which were for 
the; Jews, to go to this worthy class of 
Gentiles. 


For Instance, tbe daughter of J a Iras, 


raised from death, was a crumb from 
the children's table to one noble-mind- 
ed Gentile who feared God and who 
had built a synagogue for the Jews. 
The healing of the centurion's servant 
was another crnmb from "The Rich 
Man's" table to one of tbe Lazarus 
class. 
Healing tbe daughter of the 


Syro-Phenician woman was another 
crumb from "The Rich Man's table" to 
a member of the Lazarus class. In an- 
swer to her request Jesus answered, 
"It Is not proper to take the children's 
bread and give It to dogs"—Gentiles. 
Accepting the suggestion the woman" 
replied. "Tea. Lord, yet the dogs eat of 
the crumbs which fall from tbe chil- 
dren's table." Her faith In God mark- 
ed her as one of the Lazarus class, 
outside "The Rich Man's" household. 
She wan a companion of dogs (Gentiles), 
and for the time could merely have a 
crumb from "The Rich Man's table." 


As the death of "The Rich Man" 


represented a change In his affairs, so 
the death of the Lazarus class Indi- 
cated a change In the affairs of this 
outcast class. But. instead of being 
buried, these were carried by the an- 
gels to Abraham's bosom—not to heav- 
en, not to purgatory, not to some in- 
termediate state. As Abraham In the 
parable represents God, the receiving 
of the faithful of the Lazarus class 
into the bosom of Abraham figurative- 
ly represents the acceptance of this 
class as the true children of Abraham 
—true children of God. As Jesus went 
outside the "the camp" bearing the 
reproach of His nation, before He 
died, so did all of His followers who 
belonged to that nation. They were 
all recognized as outcasts with the 
Gentiles; these the Lord received as 
His children by the begetting of the 
Holy Spirit. And so St. Paul tells us 
that we who were by nature Gentiles 
were not of the stoclt^of Israel. But, 
"If ye be Christ's, then are ye Abra- 
ham's Seed (children), and heirs ac- 
cording to the promise"—joint-heirs 
with Christ, members of the great 
Messiah (Galatians iii, 29). 
"Here, dear friends, we have a con- 


sistent Interpretation of this parable, 
and it relieves our minds greatly. It 
assists also In illustrating to us the 
special relationship of the Jews under 
the Law Covenant and how this spe- 
cial relationship was lost by reason of 
their unbelief and how their unbelief 
alienated them from tbe Divine favor 
of this Gospel Age and constituted a 
deep and wide gulf between them and 
the spiritual Israel class represented 
In Lazarus in Abraham's bosom. 


We thank God that the promise of 


tbe Scriptures is that with the end of 
this Gospel Age this gulf of unbelief 
and consequent separation from Di- 
vine favor will be done away and Is- 
rael will be delivered from the tor- 
ments of these centuries and expe- 
rience a national resuscitation or res- 
urrection under the glorious privileges* 
favors and advantages of the New 
Covenant. 


Hope For the Many Nations. 


Since God's favors are thus marked 


out for the heavenly and the earthly 
Seeds of Abraham—the earthly through 
the heavenly—it follows that the bless- 
ing of the other nations will come 
about through their affiliation with 
these. In other words, we may under- 
stand that the Divine Government es- 
tablished In Israel in the hands of the 
Ancient Worthies will be tbe center of 
Divine favor, and the people of other 
nationalities must come to this center 
for their supplies of truth and grace. 
Thus the Prophet represents the mat- 
ter, saying, "-Many nations shall go 
and say. Come and let us go up to the 
mountain (Kingdom) of the Lord, and 
to the house of the God of Jacob: and 
He will teach us of His ways, and we 
will walk In His paths; for the Law 
shall go forth from Mount Zlon (the 
spiritual Kingdom) nnd the Word of 
the Lord from Jerusalem (the center 
of tbe earthly Kingdom)" (Micah iv. 2). 


As thus all nations, peoples, kindreds 


and tongues shall be brought gradually 
to nn appreciation of the Divine Plan, 
they shall all be blessed with Restitu- 
tion privileges and opportunities and 
with an enlightenment from tbe rnys 
of the Sun of Righteousness, which 
then through the appointed channels 
will be flooding nil tUe earth. Thus 
will the original Covenant have its 
iimplified 
fulfilment; 
fim, 
in 
The 


Christ, the apirltuaf Israel; secondly, 
under the New Covenant with Israel 
• fter the flesh: and through these bless 
all the families of the earth, so that 
nil the wlllinsr and obedient may grad- 
ually attain to the stnndird* of the 
children of God nnd be possessed of 
the "liberties of the sons of (jod"— free- 
dom from sin. sorrow pnin nnd dr-nth.

Not all the white Jews are quite 


white, nor are all the black Jews 
quite black. The Jewish question in 
Cochin is obscured 
because of the 


loss of the records in the destruction 
of Cranganore by the Portugese in 
1565. Certain oral tradition survives 
but that is a matter of bitter con- 
troversy. 
There are traditions that the Jews 


first appeared in Cochin in the sixth 
century, B. C . on escaping from ser- 
vitude under Cyrus. 
Certain it is 


that they escaped much of the perse- 
cution which their co-religionists in 
Europe suffered. 
But In the six- 


teenth century they were presecuted 
by both Moors and Christians. 


Are the white Jews the descend- 


ants of the original settlers and the 
black Jews cotuerts? 
Perhaps we 


shall never know. 
The black Jews 


possess old manuscripts written on 
lar'-hment. foatskin, 
and paper. 


Benjamin, of Tadola, after

of black Jews.

of the original colony from Palestine 
absorbed as were the early Aryan

BY FILIPINO 


Washington, July 10.—"Either give 


my country independence or else cease 
celebrating the anniversary 
of 
the 


Declaration of Independence!" 


The echo of this challenge, made in 


New- 
York on July Fourth by Manuel 


L. Quezon, resident commissioner of 
the Philippine Islands, has been heard 
in Washington. 


Several members of Congress 
who 


are in complete sympathy with 
the 


movement on foot in the Philippines 
for the independence of the islands, 
and which movement is being so ably 
pushed in this country by the brilliant 
joung Filipino, Quezon, have congrat- 
ulated the Philippine commissioner 
and promised to do everything in their 
power to bring about Philippine inde- 
pendence. 


Early independence ot the 
islands 


promises to be one of the issues in the 
approaching presidential 
campaign. 


President Taft is not in favor of a 
Philippine republic within the time ol 
the present generation, while Speaker

New York speech, "could any one sus- 
tain that any country on the face of 
the earth, no matter how strong, no 
matter how advanced, no matter how 
altruistic and noble its motive may be, 
has the right to govern a foreign peo- 
ple without their consent, according to 
the principles proclaimed in the Dec- 
laration of Independence?
